a report to the American Chemical 
Society by Dr. Harrison Hale. The 
average rate of 
Influenza 
cases 
ms cut one-tenth by the use of 
chlorine, it was stated. 


"Nearly 300 faculty 
members, 


students and others took approxi- 
mately 900 treatments, -which con- 
sisted in breathing for five minutes 
daily air containing & small amount 
of chlorine," Dr. Hale reported. 


"The number of cases of influ- 


enza in the college dormitories dur- 
ing the period—February 22 to 
March 2, 1923—was at the rate of 
133 per thousand. Among all those 
taking the treatment, 
some of 


•whom came only once, the rate was 
forty-four per thousand. 


"This figure included those "who 


stated that they were sick at the 
time treatment was taken, as well 
as hose who took only one or two 
treatments and developed 
influ- 


enza some days later. 
Omitting 


such cases, the rate among those 
taking the treatment was thirteen 
per thousand, or about one-tenth of 
the arerage rate. 


"These results agree •with those 


obtained in previous tests. 
They 


are also in accord 
with reports 


made by Gudeman and by Basker- 
rille. All this suggests the possi- 
bilities of the use, not only of 
chlorine, but also of other gases 
against influenza and similar dis- 
eases.
